Envelopes are cased 
in boxes of 500 and you buy 
newsprint in 1000 count pack¬ 
ages and either pay for it by 
t.he thousand or by the hun¬ 
dredweight and the h'un- 
dredweight is figured on the 
basis of 1000 sheets to the 
package on the size that we 
use. 


No More 
Postage Due 
After Nov. 17

In an effort to save mil¬ 
lions of dollars In the pro¬ 
cessing of unstarriiped mail, 
the U.S. Postal Service will 
discontinue the delivery of 
lunpaid mail beginning No¬ 
vember 17. 

The announcement was 
made by Postma.ster General 
Klassen on September 30 in 
Washington, D.C., duri n g 
Postal Forum VIII. 

“It is unfair,’’ Klassen 
pointed out, “to burden the 
vast majority of mailers 
with, costs created by. tlie 
few who’mail without pre¬ 
payment of postage.” 

The Postal Service esti¬ 
mates that the annual post¬ 
age due los.ses to recipients 
of ainpaid mail and the ad¬ 
ditional losses to the service 
run in the million dollar 
range. 

Pc«tage due delivery has 
been particularly costly for 
utility companies, banks and 
de^partment stores as well as 
other business establ i s h - 
ments whose volume of un¬ 
paid mail has been In¬ 
creasing. 

Forerunner of the national 
program was a We.3tern Re¬ 
gion exp-eriment begun la.st 
year with the Pacific Tele¬ 
phone Company, telephone 
bills without postage were 
returned to the sender. 

The “lOe Ripoff, as some 
newspapers label the prac¬ 
tice, will be dealth with as 
follows: 

— Mall matter of any 
class, received at either the 
office of mailing or the of- 
fi'ce of the addressee -withaut 
any postage on it will be en¬ 
dorsed: “returned for post¬ 
age," and returned to the 
sender. No atternpt will be 
made to collect postage due. 

Exceptions to this rule in¬ 
clude business reply mail, • 
federal government mail, 
free mall delivery to the 
blind, armed forces mail or 
key.s and identification de¬ 
vices returned to owners. 

— If the envelope does not 
contain a ret'um address. It 
will be sent to the dead let¬ 
ter office for appropriate 
handling. 

According to postal regu¬ 
lations prepaid postage is re- 
()Ujred cn mail matter. In 
addition, lunder the Federal 
Criminal Code, any person 
who willfully deposits un¬ 
paid mail in a mailbox or 
collection facility with in¬ 
tent to avoid prepayment of 
postage can be prosecuted 
and is subject to a fine of 
as much as $300 per letter.

As you know, .'>3.65 per 
rent of the voters opposed 
the measure and 46.34 per 
cent of them voted for it. 
Tlierc were 963,861 “No” 
votes and 832,423 “Yes” 
votes. 

We do not need to inter¬ 
pret the vote iis an indica¬ 
tion of lack of public in¬ 
terest in improved transit 
for this region. 

It appt'ars, rather, that 
voter resistance to further 
taxing themselves in these 
inflationary times was a ma¬ 
jor factor in the election re¬ 
sults.

We expect to further ana¬ 
lyze tile criteria for service 
levels to all .scgment.s of th.-' 
community. Service to tran¬ 
sit dependent groups — the 
young, the old, the pour, and 
the handicapped, potentials 
for auto diversion as a 
means to help achieve clean 
air go-ul-s, to reduce conges¬ 
tion and, most importantly, 
to conserve on fuels are cri¬ 
tical immediate community 
objectives.

California in late October 
and November. 

CDF firefighters will move 
20 fire engines and eight 
■Iralldozors south and leave 
the vehicles at CDF .slation.s , 
throughout the south. Firo- 
fighters will return to their 
hr)me bases in the north, but 
will be on alert for instant 


mobilization if a serious fire 
situation develops. Two heli-

If you’ve set your heater’s thermostat 
down to 68° you’re saving kilowatt- 
hours already (and if you lower your 
thermostat more when you go to bed, 
you’ll cut back even more). Even if 
your space heating is not electric, it 
probably uses electricity to circulate 
air through your home or apartment. 
So lowering your thermostat will con¬ 
serve it. 


door decorative lighting and the oper¬ 
ation of fountains applies to residential 
as well as all other customers. However, 
commercial and industrial customers 
are also restricted in their use of adver¬ 
tising lighting, functional outdoor 
lighting, electricity used for public 
gatherings, indoor business lighting, 
and heating and cooling at variance 
from prescribed levels. Detailed sug¬ 
gestions to help business firms and 
factories meet the mandatory restric¬ 
tions will be mailed to them. 

You’re probably wondering how 
best to cut back further at home. Here 
are some suggestions. 

How to Measure Electricitir 

Electricity is measured in kilowatt- 
hours (KWH). A KWH is 1,000 watts 
of electricity used for one hour—or 
100 watts used for 10 hours. For ex¬ 
ample, a 100-watt bulb burned for 10 
hours is one KWH. 

Lastyearouraverage residential 
customer used about 500 kilowatt- 
hours a month. That’s about 17 KWH 
a day. So, to cut back 15% would mean 
using about 2-1/2 KWH less a day. 


Your efforts are helping to save elec¬ 
tricity and oil. In December, reduced 
electric consumption saved the equiv¬ 
alent of about one-half million 
barrels of fuel oil in Edison generating 
plants alone. 

But now there is a need for even 
greater conservation. Therefore, the 
State Public Utilities Commission has 
ordered an additional 5% reduction 
in the use of electricity over the orig¬ 
inal 10% curtailment that it ordered 
in November. 

This means that the Commission is 
now asking us (and other electric util¬ 
ities throughout the state) to urge you 
to cut back a total of 15%. 

Immediate Action Urged 

The order calls for additional, volun¬ 
tary conservation efforts by all Edison 
customers to achieve this 15% reduc¬ 
tion in electric usage. 

Mandatory Curtailment 

The order also requires certain 
mandatory reductions for commercial 
and industrial customers, and a few 
mandatory cutbacks for residential 
customers. Theelimination of out- 


You Can Reduce KUowatt-Heurs 
by Cutting Back on Your 
Use of Appliances 

Listed below are some typical appli¬ 
ances and the amounts of electricity 
they use. 

As you can see, a color TV set uses 
about 1/3 KWH per hour. Use it three 
hours less, and you’ve saved one 
KWH. 

A clothes washer uses 1/3 KWH per 
load. An electric dryer uses 3-1/3 
KWH. You can save kilowatt-hours 
if you delay doing a wash until you 
have a full load. 

An automatic dishwasher uses one 
KWH per load. By waiting to use the 
dishwasher until it’s full, you’ll re¬ 
duce the number of times you use it 
an^ save still more kilowatt-hours.

.skin seems a little coarser. 

Street Superint e n d e n t 
Udell i-ecommended that a 
row of olive trees on Vic¬ 
toria Lane be removed as 
obstructions to the street. 
City Engineer Bixby said 
the trees wehe several feet 
outside of the curb line and 
.some of the trustees who 
had inssepeted the street said 
the trees were undoubtodiy 
an obsti'uction. On motion of 
Trustee Moote the street 
superintendent was ordered 
to have the trees removed.

below. Bulkhcadlng of the 
tunnels is not recommended 
by Mr. Mulholland becauso 
,he believed the amount of 
water saved would not repay 
the expense. He said the 
West tunner was driven on 
a line probably twenty feet 
above bed rock, and that the 
water backed up in the 
tunnel would largely escape 
through the fragmenta r y 
rftek formation. The Wislls ' 
iho east tunnel he did not 
ihink solid enough to retain 
water if hulkheaded. He re¬ 
commended that Well No. 2 


in the wash be given a con¬ 
crete lining to preserve it, 
and said the type of pump¬ 
ing machinery to be in¬ 
stalled would depend .upon 
the working out of other 
plans of the water deipart- 
ment.
